Program 

A program of four films (on one cassette) that provides 
information on the nature and scope of child sexual 
assault, and explains how to recognize and help an 
abused child. The adult film includes an explanation 

of the purpose and content of the children’s films, 

and it teaches parents and professionals how they can 
reinforce the skills the children learn from the program. 
The children’s films give children the skills to protect 
themselves from sexual assault by strangers, family 
members and other trusted persons. Part one teaches 
the basic skills that build self-worth, self-confidence and 
good judgement—the necessary foundation for self- 


protection. Part two teaches skills to help children 
assess potentially dangerous situations involving 
strangers, and provides a definition of sexual assault. 
Part three introduces the issue of sexual assault by a 
trusted adult. Comprehensive guides accompany each 
of the films.

The film describes the kinds of behaviour 
children in these situations display that teachers or 
school counsellors should be aware of, and it stresses 


the need for witnesses and victims to seek counselling.

Faced with the threat of 
violence, loneliness, a lack of financial resources or 
information about services, abuse victims are often 
reluctant to seek help. The film emphasizes the 
importance to women of sharing their experiences 
with one another, and it also illustrates the role of 

the transition house in putting women in touch with 
appropriate legal and social services.

BEYOND-Surviving the Reality of Sexual Assault is the 
story of Sally, a young woman who is sexually assaulted by 
someone whom she meets casually in a social situation. The 
presentation follows Sally through the experience of being 
sexually assaulted, seeking immediate support from a 
friend, then from a sexual assault crisis line where she is 
given some information about the choices that are available 
to her. Sally chooses to go to a hospital emergency room 
for medical attention, which collects physical evidence for 
legal purposes, and to report the incident to the police.

the Reality of Sexual Assault 

BEYOND-Surviving the Reality of Sexual Assault is the 
story of Sally, a young woman who is sexually assaulted by 
someone whom she meets casually in a social situation. The 
presentation follows Sally through the experience of being 
sexually assaulted, seeking immediate support from a 
friend, then from a sexual assault crisis line where she 1s 
given some information about the choices that are available 
to her. Sally chooses to go to a hospital emergency room 
for medical attention, which collects physical evidence for 
legal purposes, and to report the incident to the police. The 
offender is subsequently charged with sexual assault and the 
case is presented in court, touching on the revictimization 
of victims of violence at the hands of the justice system. 


Although the outcome of the trial is not revealed, 
BEYOND emphasizes that Sally has still been able to move 
forward in her healing process. She uses support not only 
from her friends, but also from a discussion group in which 
she is able to talk freely about her sexual assault with a 
number of other women who have had similar experiences. 


All of the women in the group have their stories heard, 
their feelings normalized and their belief in social 
myths challenged.
